A Cairo message says that the Ger- 
man planes Ea across Syria 
number about, thirty, according to an 
authoritative estimate.

It is understood that the planes are 
not troop-earriers, and are only 
transporting technicians and civilian 
personnel. 

Another Cairo message says that it is 
also reported from private sources that 
a certain number of German aircraft 
recently landed at Rajak air base in 
Syria. 

Two Axis missions are now in 
Baghdad, according to information 
received in Cairo.~ The missions, it is 
stated, arrived a few days ago in 
planes which flew over Syrian terri- 
tory. The Italian mission consists of 
two Italian Air Generals with their 
staffs. The German mission consists 
of fifteen members, who arrived in two 
planes. 

A traveller, who is regarded as most 
reliable, reports the presence in Bey- 
routh of a high German personage, who 
is engaged in conversations with the 
Italian Commission and the French 
authorities. 


CABLE TO VICHY 

It is learned that Genera] Dentz, 
French Governor and Oommander-in- 
Chief of Syria and Lebanon, on Monday 
asked Vichy by cable what attitude he 
should take in the event of German 
planes landing on Syrian air bases. It 
is not known whether a reply has yet 
been received, says the Press Associa- 
tion from Cairo.

BRITISH ACTIVITY 


Official reports from British General 
Headquarters, Cairo, yesterday stated : 

“ Libye—Our troops have continued 
vigorous patrolling activities, both in 
the Tobruk and Sollum areas. 

“ Abyssinia—On May 12, South Afri- 
can troops, with Abyssinian natives, 
acting in cooperation, captured two 
further important positions covering 
Amba Alagi. During the day the pri- 
soners taken numbered 24 Italian 
officers, 375 Italian other ranks, and 32 
Colonial other rams. he advance is 
continuing. Further south operations 
are proceeding successfully on all 
fronts. As a result of engagements 
in the Lakes area south of Addis 
Ababa on May 13, nine light tanks 
were captured. 

"- Cyrenaica—On the night of May 
12-13 bombers of the Royal Air Force 
raided Benghazi. Direct hits were 
registered on the railway buildings at 
military headquarters, the Governo- 
rate and the base of the Cathedral 
Mole, Some fires were started, but 
detailed observation of damage was 
difficult. Numerous reconnaissance 
flights and fighter patrols were carried 
out over enemy territory in Cyrenaica 
yesterday. 

„ Dodecanese—On the previous night 
aeodromes at Maritza and Calato were 
attacked. Fires were started, and 
many bombs fell near dispersed air- 
oraft. 

“Irag—Our aircraft continued to 
attack rebel posts and objectives of 
military value, such as aerodromes, 
railways and motor transport. Amara 
Rashid, Mosul, an the railway line at 
Bagdau were all raided. 

* Maita—On the night of May 13-14 
enemy aircraft raided Malta. Some 
slight damage was caused to Royal Air 
Force property, but there were no 
casualties, either civilian or military. 
Another small raid was carried out 
yesterday. Our fighters intercepted the 
enemy and drove them off. From all 
these operations two of our aircraft 
were lost, but the pilot of one escaped 
safely by parachute.

MARSHAL PETAIN, in a 
short speech to the French 
le last night, said that the 
arlan-Hitler meeting “ lighted 
the road of the future, and 
warned the nation not to draw 
unwarranted conclusions from 
the negotiations still continu- 
ing, according to an Associated 
Press message from Vichy. 


“FOLLOW ME” 


In his speech, which lasted only two

added: '' For you, Frenchmen, the only 
thing is to follow me without mental 
reservation on the road of honour and 
in the national interest.

RIBBENTROP FOR 


PARIS 


According to a Press Association 
Foreign Special last night, Swiss Radio 
reported that Admiral Darlan, the 
Vichy Deputy-Premier, is returning to 
Paris to-day, as a Berne message— 
12 the Italian controlled Telepress 
agency in Vichy—said that it is con- 
sidered almost certain that Ribbentrop, 
the German Foreign Minister, will 
shortly leave for the occupied capital. 

Ribbentrop’s mission, it is said, will 
be conn with the publication of a 
Franco-German declaration similar to 
that of December 6, 1936—but much 
more far-reaching. 

Under this declaration—signed in 
Paris by Bonnet, then the French 
Foreign Minister, and Ribbentrop— 
the two countries pledged themselves 
to regard their present frontier as 
unalterable. The declaration stated 
that there was no outstanding terri- 
torial issue between them, and provided 
that, subject to their relations with 
third Powers, they should keep in 
close touch with each other and enter 
into negotiations should any problem 
threaten to lead to international 
difficulties. 


FRANCE AND “NEW 
EUROPE 


The new declaration, says the Berne 
report, is likely to contain France's 
adhesion to the New Europe,“ and 
formal territorial guarantees to France 
on Germany’s part. 

Political observers note that the 
French public is still kept completely 
in the dark over French concéssions to 
Germany. whereas Vichy is trying to 
exploit to the maximum the alleged 
advantages likely to be derived from 
the agreement with Germany—notably 
the returr of a large number of war 

risoners in order to work for 
fermany and the alteration of the 
demarcation line of the frontier to 
include Paris in the unoccupied zone. 
Fruits of the closer Franco-German 
collaboration are already visible in the 
internal field. 

Swiss newspapers have been banned 
in France in order to prevent the 
French public from having access to 
British news, there will be a stricter 
co-ordination of the French Press, and 
it is foreshadowed that there will be 
an extension to the unoccupied zone of 
the severe anti-Semitic measures which 
Germany has recently introduced into 
occupied France. 


ARRESTS OF JEWS 


On this last question the Hilversum 
Radio, quoting Paris rs, says that 
the French Government has ordered the 
arrest of 5,000 Jews in Paris and sent 
their families to a concentration camp. 
This act is based on the law of 
October 4, 1940, which says that Jews 
of foreign origin can be arrested and 
dealt with in this way. Under this 
measure 20,000 foreign Jews in un- 
occupied France have already been 
taken to concentration camps. The 
action in Paris started yesterday 
morning.

Mr. Churchill “Did 


Not Believe It“ 


HEN Mr. Churchill was 

told on Sunday that Herr 
Hess had arrived in Britain he 
did not believe it. 

He described his first re- 
actions to the House of 
Commons yesterday when 
answering a number of ques- 
tions concerning the handling 
of the news of the arrival of the 
Deputy Fuehrer. 

Major Vyvyan Adams (C., Leeds, 
W.) asked why. since Hess arrived on 
Saturday, the Minister of Information 
did not take steps to anticipate the 


German broadcast alleging Hess's 
insanity by an announcement of his 


own. 
Mr. Churchill—It may be just as 
well that the Minister of Information 


did not do so, since the suggestion has 
been repudiated by later and fuller 
contradictory German explanations. 
Mr. Granville (Liberal Nat., Eye)— 
In view of the various and contradic- 
tory reports, and the report regarding 
the Duke of Hamilton this morning, 
will the Prime Minister take the first 


opportunity of giving the Parliament 
of P his authentic news? 
Mr. Chur Yes, sir, I will, but

SURPRISING EVIDENCE 


Mr, Churchill—It certainly was not 
unforturate. If it had been un- 
fortunate, it would have been unavoid- 
able, because we first of all had to 
establish the identity of the injured 
German airman who had landed. We 
only had evidence, which, while it was 
very interesting, could not be con- 
sidered conclusive in view of the sur- 

rising character of the information. 
i did not believe it when 1 was told 
in the course of Sunday, I think it was, 
but I sent immediately an officer who 
knew the Deputy Fuehrer, and who 
was able to speak with him in good 
and fluent German. 

While that was still proceeding, the 
German announcement came out of 
the insanity of the — Fuehrer and 
his flight to England (cries o 
Scotland) —to Scotland. In those 
circumstances, what had hitherto been 
a surmise or possibility merged into 
definite certainty.

been, to a secondary degree, helpful. 
They had te reduce the amount of 
tobacco taken out of bond by 20 per 
cent., and that had a very bad effect 
on revenue. They had had a certain 
amount of tobacco in stock, wut unless 
there was some change in the shipping 
situation he did not know “here, st 
the end of next year, they vere going 
to look for the revenue for the Budget 
which woald follow. 

In circumstances like the wresent, 
where they were not masters of their 
own destiny, economically or fingacially, 
they were forced to live a sort of hand- 
to-mouth existence No amount of fore- 
thought would enable them, circum- 
stanced as they were, to overcome the 
difficulties inherent in their circum- 
stances. Even if they had a fleet cf 
one hundred ships at their dis hey 
had no guarantee that those ships could 
land their stores of food in their 


aroours. 
Mr. DILLON (F.G.)—Why? 


Mr. O’KELLY—I think that is 
obvious to everyone. There are ships 
being sunk around our coasts every 
week, our own ships included. .

PROMISES AND 
HOUSING 
Continuing, Mr. O’KELLY said that 


in view of their circumstances, he 
could not give anything like a detailed 
forecast of what their economic posi- 
tion was going to he by the end of 
the financial year. It would be a 
miracle to expect that the war would 
end before the end of the present 
financial year. Although they had not 
attemp to balance the expenditure 
and revenue side ef the Budget, ex- 
cept through borrowing, they were 
lucky to be able to have a Budget of 
the type he had introduced. He was satis- 
fied that if Mr Cosgrave had remained 
in office for the past nine years he 
would have had to increase expenditure 
year by year. 

The present Gove-nment had told 
the country they would expend money 
in certain directions and were given 
office time and again on that policy. 
He was sorry they had not been able to 
fulfil all their promises, but Rome was 
not built in a day, and the Govern- 
ment had built 100,000 houses.

South-East Passage 

The first-fruits of Admiral Darlan's 
agreement with the German Government 
have made themselves manifest already. 
Mr. Anthony Eden sprang a major sur- 
prise on the British House of Commons 
yesterday when he told the members that 
the French authorities in Syria were per- 
mitting German aircraft to use Syrian 
aerodromen as ‘‘staging posts for flights 
to Iraq. He did not mention the number 
of machines that had arrived, or whether 
they were troop-carriers ; but a report from 
Cairo declares that thirty sircraft have 
passed within the last day or two, that 
they bore French markings, and that they 
did not carry troops, but technicians. 
Previous movements By Germany, how- 
ever, have been prefaced by the arrival 
of “‘technicians,’’ and nobody can doubt 
that the region of Syria and Iraq will 
become another theatre of war in the very 
near future. The Germans are seizing a 
valuable opportunity, All the signs were 
that the British had brought Rashid Ali's 
revolution in Iraq under a reasonable 
degree of control, but the moral support 
of the Axis Powers is bound to pro- 
long, and perhaps to extend, his resistance. 
Thanks to the Syrian “‘ staging posts.“ the 
long flight from Greece to Iraq is no 
longer beyond the bounds of possibility. 
It is reported that two Axis missions 
have arrived there, and there can be small 
cause to doubt that a flight of troop-carry- 
ing aircraft will be the next visitor. Mr. 
Eden, naturally, was not sparing of his 
comments on the conduct of Marshal 
Pétain’s Government. He declared that 
it ‘‘cannot escape responsibility for the 
situation,” that its action is “a clear 
breach of the armistice terms,” and is 
‘inconsistent with undertakings given by 
the French Government.” In fact, one of 
the things that every decent man feared 
threatens to come to pass. All the odds 
are that relations between the British 
and French Governments will become 
worse, instead of better, in the near 
future. Without Syria, the Germans 
hardly could have hoped to reach Iraq, 
but, as matters stand, they are now in a 
position to direct a dangerous attack upon 
Egypt from the rear; and Mr. Eden 
hardly can be blamed if his strictures 
upon Marshal Pétain’s Government were 
full of bitterness. It is by no means 
certain that the Germans can achieve their 
object in Iraq—for the Royal Air Force 
in the Near East is very far from a 
negligible quantity—but their prospects of 
creating trouble, fo say the least of it, are 
enhanced greatly, and the responsibility 
lies with Vichy. 

This first concession has led to a crop 
of rumours concerning its successors. In 
view of Marshal Pétain’s repeated pro- 
testations that he would not do anything 
to the prejudice of his ex-allies, the news 
of Germany’s use of Syria has come as a 
complete shock, and people are ready to 
expect anything when the ful! text of 
the Franco-German agreement makes its 
appearance. Several rumours are in 
vogue. One is that Admiral Darlan may 
have consented to allow Germany the use 
of the French Mediterranean ports, as 
an effective substitute for the heavily 
blockaded and carefully watched harbours 
of Italy. Another is that the French 
colonies in North Africa may be employed 
as a bridge between Egypt and Europe. 
Nobody knows; and, in any event, the 
first news of the agreement probably will 
take the form of a German thrust in some 
new direction. It is a tragedy that the 
relations between France and Great 
Britain were not permitted to remain on 
their old footing, and that there must be 
another resurgence of hate between Euro- 
pean nations. One would think that 
France had suffered enough. War, how- 
ever, takes no account of sentiment, and, 
even if formal hostilities between London 
and Vichy are averted, there are bound 
to be incidents which will increase 
their mutual distrust. Great Britain has 
announced that she will not spare aero- 
dromes in Syria which are known to 
shelter German aircraft, and Vichy is 
certain to resent such reprisals, as she 
resented the bombardment at Oran ten 
months ago. Quite as interesting, how- 
ever, as the effect of the French action 
upon Great Britain will be its effect upon 
Turkey. If the Germans can make exten- 
sive use of their opportunity, they will 
be able to ‘‘ by-pass’? Turkey, whose 
isolation will become more complete. The 
importance of British sea-power in the 
Mediterranean becomgs clearer than ever. 
While the Royal Navy retains its 
supremacy there, the threat both to 
Britain and to Turkey, though serious, 
is substantially less serious than it would 
be otherwise; for the number of troops 
who can be carried by air, between two 
widely separated points, is limited. The 
threat to Iraq—when and if troop-carrying 
machines follow the advance-guard of 
“‘technicians’’—is formidable; but the 
threat to Egypt is not by any means 
equally formidable. Germany's com- 
ine FI in North Africa, and the 
Middle East generally, must be able to 
dispose of a very considerable body of 
troops before they can be confident of 
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Art for Children 


The Council of the Academy of Christian 
Art some time ago appointed a committee 
of experts to inquire into the possibility 
of instituting art classes for children. 
Their report recently has been issued, and 
investigations as to the lines which should 
be followed in the matter of instruction 
have been carried out successfully, Tho 
result of the investigations will take the 
form of a competition and subsequent 
exhibition of over two hundred paintings 
which have been collected, representative 
of about ten Irish schools, Although this 
exhibition will not be anything like a 
representative collection of drawings and 
paintings by Dublin children, it is un-

doubtedly a step iu the right direction, | 


In this city, where a new exhibition of 
paintings is opened .evory other day, it is 
surprising that more time and attention 
is not devoted to art for children. Up to 
the present, apart from the yearly exhibi- 
tion in connection with the Royal Dublin 
Society’s Horse Show, and exhibitions 
arranged by the individual schools, exhibi- 
tions of children’s paintings have been 
few and far between. There are many 
reasons why children’s exhibitions should 
be a desirable addition to the artistic 
activities of the community. An art ex- 
hibition has, more or less, the same effect 
as an examination. It makes for more 
complete study of the subject in the 
schools, with one essential difference—the 
student is not forced to conform to a 
certain standard, as he would be if he 
entered for an ordinary examination. A 
certain amount of practical experience of 
painting can add a great deal to one’s 
appreciation of other people's paintings 
later in life. Of course, as Mr. Flann 
O’Brien recently pointed out in a letter 
to this newspaper, it is not necessary to 
be a brewer in order to appreciate a pint; 
at the same time, the child who has had 
practical experience undoubtedly would be 
in a better position to judge a painting 
than the child who never had a brush in 
his hand. Most people could draw reason- 
ably well if they tried, just as most people 
who try can write reasonably well. For 
some reason or another, however, while 
most people imagine that they could write 
better than those who make their living 
by the pen, few people realiso that they 
could draw, and frequently one hears 
people lamenting the fact that they cannot 
draw ‘‘even a straight line.” Naturally, 
not many people could draw really well, 
just as there are not many people who 
write, or sing, or even cook very well; 
but must people, if they could overcome 
their feeling of inferiority in the matter, 
could draw at least as well as they writa 
and probably better. The system of art 
exhibitions at an early age should go far 
to overcome this feeling: of in keriority, 
and, consequently, should give people 
confidence in themselves, both as artists 
and critics. 


Graceful Retirement 


We learn that the Marx Brothers have 
announced their intention to retire from 
film business on the grounds that they 
forsee the passing of their vogue. There 
is nothing unusual about film stars 
retiring from the screen ; many film stars, 
like singers and stage actors, retire from 
time to time, with monotonous regularity ; 
but the fact that three film stars—who 
are, to judge from the film at present 
being shown in Dublin, still in their hey- 
day—should announce their retirement in 
a way that sounds as if they meant it. 
It would be a good thing for the art of 
the cinema and the theatre generally if 
many of our stage and screen stars should 
take a leaf out of the Marx Brothers’ 
book, and decide to make a. graceful 
retirement before it is too late. Nearly 
every week one sees plays and films in 
which the leading parts could have been 
taken with advantage by younger people. 
In most occupations the members are only 
too glad to retire when the time comes; 
actors and actresses, on the other hand, 
fail to recognise the right time, or, if they 
do recognise it, endeavour to rise above 
it. They will not retire into graceful 
oblivion. They must bathe themselves for 
a few more years in the limelight, even if 
by doing so they destroy a reputation 
which has taken years to build. They 
become jealous of the younger members 
of the cast, and blame their fellow- 
actors, the script, the producer, and the 
audience in turn for the failure of their 
plays and films. When at last they can 
no longer stagger on to the stage, and 
must through necessity announce their 
retirement for the last time, they have, as 
a rule, completely spoiled the impression 
that otherwise they might have left in the 
minds of the audiences. The Marx 
Brothers have not retired before. They 
are not, so to speak, addicted to the habit 
of periodical retirements from the silver 
screen, and sensational returns to it. 
They have realised that the art of the stage 
and screen is similar to the art of betting, if 
it can be called an art. The great thing 
about both of them is to retire gracefully 
as soon as the zenith has been reached, 
and the chief difficulty in both of them is 
to know precisely when it has been 
reached. The Marx Brothers have decided 
that ninety pounds in the hand, so to 
speak, are worth more than the possibility 
of winning a hundred pounds in the next 
game. Whether or not one agrees that 
they have reached their zenith, they must 
be congratulated on their action. It is 
not easy to retire while the crowds stil! 
are applauding. 


** Staggered” Hours 


When public transport services in Dublin 
were curtailed some weeks ago it was 
suggested that congestion at rush hours 
might be relieved if business firms 
‘‘ staggered’ their workers’ lunch hours. 
The spreading over several hours of the 
mid-day journeys to and from the suburbs 
for meals has obvious advantages when 
compared with the usual] system of sending 


away at the same hour virtually all the 


city workers. It reduces the demand for 
transport around one o’clock, and means 
that fewer persons have to eat their 
lunches in a couple of minutes owing to 
the time lost at bus stops while accom- 
modation cannot be obtained on crowded 
vehicles. How far the suggestion of 
spreading the normal lunch-time has been 
adopted it is not possible to say, but the 
difficulty experienced at bus stops at 
various times indicates that the “‘ stagger- 
ing” of the travel hours might profitably 
be extended. The great majority of Dublin 
shops and offices, it is apparent, close 
between 5.30 and 6 p.m., and when the 
assistants and clerks need transport home 
they are joined by women who have been 
shopping during the afternoon. The result 
is hopeless congestion, and it is nothing 
unusual for as long as half-an-hour to be 
wasted before bus seats for all are avail- 
able. Even greater congestion is to be 
found on Sunday afternoons when the 
motion picture theatres close, and the 
Sunday rush, unfortunately for women

and children, is accompanied by a great 
deal of hooliganism when youths, com- 
pletely lacking in elementary decency, push 
the weak from their paths as. they storm 
the buses. Many conservative ideas have 
been abandoned in the present emergency. 
There is little reason, beyond the fact that 
it always has been the custom, why shops 
and offices should not close at hours other 
than 6 p.m., and there certainly is less 
reason for the simultaneous opening and 
closing of Sunday cinemas. A certain 
amount of inconvenience might be caused 
when the ‘‘ staggering’ of shop, office 
and cinema closing hours was being intro- 
duced; but that inconvenience would be 
trifling compared to the inconvenience now 
existing at transport rush hours.

METHODIST CHURCH

T is announced that places damaged 
during the recent raids in Lon 
include the Old Bailey, St. James’s 
Palace, Lambeth Palace, the home of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, and Queen's 
Hall, for so many years the centre 
of the musical life of London. The 
Old Bailey has been hit three times, 
but the dome still stands with its huge 
figures of justice above it. At the Queen s 
Hall thousands of pounds worth of 
valuable musical instruments belonging 
to the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
were lost. One of the most pathetic sights 
is the Church of St. Clement Danes. It 
had been twice hit, but was partly refitted 
for use. Now it has been completely 
gutted, only the walls standing, while the 
famous bells may never be heard again. 
The Salvation Army headquarters, with 
its records, was another place to be 

destroyed. 


Gray 's Inn Also 


Among other places destroyed or 
damaged are St. Alban’s, Holborn, the 
famous Anglo-Catholic Church, known the 
world over as the church of Father 
Stanton, a great preacher; Gray’s Inn, 
one of the ancient Inns of Court, shared a 
similar fate, and its famous library was 
destroyed. The Inn was one of London's 
most delightful quiet spots, with its trees 
and grass only a few yards from one of 
the busiest thoroughfares in the city; 
Stornoway, Lord Beaverbrook’s house in 
St. James’s, also was completely destroyed, 
with all its very beautiful furniture and 
fittings—the floor of the Regency ballroom 
was of an intricate design in many 
different kinds, and colours of hardwood 
were perfectly polished, while there was a 
very fine painted ceiling. Now everything 
is a mass of rubble. 


National Fire Scheme 


The proposed new national fire scheme 
is the subject of much discussion. but it 
is generally agreed that it is a vital 


necessity in civil defence, and provincial 
fire brigades, recognising the value of 
their local organisations, realise that a 
national body has become essential. This 
is much. It promises smooth working for 
an administration that will have very 
difficult work to undertake before the 
machinery can become effective. In any 
event, it witt mean instant promotion for 
many efficient fire-fighters who hitherto 
have had little scope for their abilities. 
The plan will gs that, the paid men 
of the A. F. S. shall be regarded as a kind 
of territorial force, while the official fire 
service will be looked upon as the regular 


body. 
Theatres and Cinemas 


The addition to daylight secured this 
summer is proving a great help to the 
theatres and cinemas which continue, 
where possible, to carry on. It is 
recorded that the evening audiences ara 
improving steadily, while it is expected 
that this state of things will grow as the 
days are longer, with daylight up to half- 
past ten. Matinees, which have been so 
popular, now are waning in attraction. If 
may seem strange that nothing deters 
many London people from seeking amuse- 
ment whenever possible, but the reason 
probably is that recreation of the kind is 
more than welcome after the recent 
happenings at night. 


Shooting the Fox 


In former days fox-shooting was regarded 
in the sporting world as a major crime, 
The war, however, has brought about a 
change. Several of the famous hunting 
countries are suffering from a plague of 
foxes, which are a menace to every chicken 
run. Now they are being stalked and 
shot by hunting men who would have 
been appalled at the very thought of such 
a step. In the Beaufort Hunt country 
foxes have been cherished for generations. 
but every morning now there are new 
stories of raided farmyards and missing 
birds. The farmers were in despair until 
the hunting men took a hand and began 
themselves to deal with the foxes.

Oireachtas Economy 


Apropos the paper shortage, a cynical 
colleague believes that it is responsible for 
the comparatively infrequent meetings of 
the Oireachtas in these days. If there are 
few or no sessions of Dail and Senate, he 
argues, there is so much the less necessity 


to waste ream after ream of useful 
material upon Order Papers, Parlia- 
mentary reports, and the like. 


When I suggested that the saving must 
be counterbalanced by the plethora of 
Government Orders, he merely grunted, 
but, recovering himself, retorted that you 
could never buy the Orders when you 
wanted them anyhow, and that, in all 
probability, only about half-a-dozen copies 
of each were printed. 

We elaborated the theme, contemplating 
a time when the Government would dis- 
pense with the use of paper altogether, 
and, instead, would inscribe its decrees 
upon tablets of brick or concrete, sus- 
pended for the scrutiny of the populace on 
the railings in front of Leinster House or 
some other appropriate site. 

Indeed, such a change might have more 
advantages than one. It would make for 
brevity, since you can only get a limited 
number of words upon a brick tablet, even 
one of considerable magnitude; and 
brevity is not only the soul of wit, but the 
mother of clarity. 

I can see fun and games in the 
Stationery Office when the boys there have 
to produce bilingual tablets. Perhaps, a 
reversion to ogham will lighten their 
labours: it was invented for just such a 


purpose. 


Another Norfolk Howard” 


I take the following from Lucio, of 
the Manchester Guardian. The title, I 
might remark, refers back to the case— 
whether real or apocryphal—of a gentle- 
man who exchanged his patronymic of 
Bugg by deed poll to Norfolk 
Howard.“ 

The Guardian says: — 

Changes of name by deed poll do not 
seem to be so spectacular or numerous in 
this war aa in the last; but a notice in 
Friday's London Gazette, in which a 
gentleman announced that he is no longer 
“ Blitz”’ but Bliss.“ is an ingenious end 
to what may well have been a martyrdom 
of facetiousness inflicted by his friends. 

It is easy to imagine the sort of remark 
Mr. Blitz mus: have had to endure since 
the war began. Air raid or not, we 
always have a Blitz in this neighbour- 
hood! Fifth Column? Why, here 
they've made the very Blitz into an air- 
raid warden!“ 

The new name, Bliss, was an obvious 
choice; yet one wonders whether it was 
wholly wise, since it offers almost as many 
opportunities for facetious comment as the 
discarded patronymic. 


Famous First Names 


Herr Rudolf Hess, Herr Hitler’s deputy, 
and Nazi party leader, who has been some- 
what prominent in the news during the 


past few days, is, I am told, one of the 
few men who calls the Führer by his 
first name. , 

President Roosevelt, on the other hand, 
is addressed as “ Frank’’ by many of the 
more senior newspaper men, who attend 
his famous Press conferences, although the 
younger men content themselves with 
Mr. President.“ 

The Taoiseach does not appear to 
encourage this familiarity, and is, I 
believe, called ‘‘Eamonn”’ only by his 
most intimate friends and by members of 
his family. Whether Mr. Churchill is 
Winston to his acquaintances I do not 
know, but, judging from some of his 
photographs, in which he is portrayed with 
a cigar clamped between his teeth, and a 
frown on his strong, determined features, 
I am inclined to think that few would 
take such a liberty. 


New Roads for Old 


There is always some consolation to be 
derived from calamity. I cull the follow- 
ing from the China Fortnightly :— 

Where two years ago steep stone stair- 
ways were the only thoroughfares in most 
parts of the war capital (Chungking), 
wide motor roads are being built. Top 
photo (not here reproduced) shows a new 
road being cut in an area cleaned out by 
Japanese incendiary bombs, with pillars 
of natural rock left in the middle to show 
the depth of excavation. Modern steam- 
rollers have been brought in to speed 
the job of surfacing Chungking’s new 
boulevards. 

If not for the war, these improvements 
would probably not have taken place for 
another ten years. 

There is nothing like a great conflagra- 
tion to clear the way for large-scale city 
improvement, and there is, perhaps, 
nothing like a war such as we in China 
have been waging in self-defence to prepare 
the way for a far-reaching remoulding of 
our national character in particular and 
our national life in general.”

CHILD EVACUEES 


MR. ERNEST BROWN 
ON BILLETING 


Squadron-Leader Errington (Conser- 
vative), in the British House of Com- 
mons yesterday, asked the Minister of 
Health whether unaccompanied child- 
zen who are evacuated to Northern 


Ireland are entitled to billeting allow- 


ances, and, if not, whether, in view of 
the desirability of encouraging the 
evacuation of young children, he is pre- 
pared te allow payments to be made 
out. of public funds for this purpose? 
He also asked whether any distinction 
is made in regard to the payment of 
billeting allowances for accompanied or 
nnaccompanied evacuated children be- 
tween those who go to Northern 
Ireland and those who go to Southern 
Ireland ? 

Mr. Ernest Brown, in a written 
reply, states:—The arrangements with 
the Governments, both of Northern 
Ireland and Eire, provide only for the 
evacuation of children accompanied by 
their mothers, and there is no distinc- 
tion in the billeting allowances paid. 
The decision not to include unaccom- 
panied children under either scheme 
was taken after due consideration of 
the responsibilities involved in convey- 
ing the children and in caring for them 
when they would be out of reach of 
their parents. In view of these con- 
siderations I think it would be better 
not to re-open the matter. 


UNEMPLOYED MEN 
PROTEST 


GUARDS STONED AND 
BATONS USED 


From Our CorRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Thursday. 


Exciting scenes were witnessed at 
George’s quay, Cork, to-day, in the 
vicinity of the Labour Exchange, 
during a demonstration by young un- 
employed men, and, following stone- 
throwing, Civic Guards and detectives 
drew batons and proceeded to clear 
the streets. 

The trouble arose about 11 a.m. 
when unemployed men were informed 
that their unemployment assistance 
payments were being suspended. 
Quickly men gathered outside the 
Exchange, the doors to which were 
closed, and, in response to a telephone 
message, Civic Guards and detectives 
were rushed from Union quay barrack. 
The crowd marched down Union quay 
to the City Hall, apparently with the 
intention of interviewing the Lord 
Mayor, who, however, was not avail- 
able. Returning to the Exchange, 
where, in the meanwhile, additional 
Civic Guards and detectives had been 
placed, the procession halted. Stones 
were thrown at the Guards and the 
order was then given to disperse the 
crowd. 

Using their batons, the police forced 
the demonstrators along George's 
quay, Union quay and ite street. 
Groups who gathered further away 
were also dispersed. 

No official information was available 
as to the reason for the suspension of 
the payments, The ordinary unemploy- 
ment insurance benefit is not affected.

CATTLE DISEASE 


CALL FOR TILLAGE - 
ORDER FOR 1942 


ESUMING the debate on the esti- 
mate for the Department of 
Agticulture in the Dail yester- 

day, Mr. B. BENNETT (F.G., Lim>- 
rick) referred to foot-and-mouth 
disease, and suggested that racing, 
games of all sort dances and other 
gatheri of large numbers of people 
should prohibited as & necessary 
measure for controlling the disease. 
With respect to tillage, Mr. Bennett 
said the Mi 


inister should be satisfied 
that the farmers made as good an 
effort as was possible to meet the 
demands for increased tillage. He 
asked the Minister to make plans now 
for the tillage of 1942, and to make 
all possible arrangements to provide 
artificial manures for next year. Much 
could be done, he said, to encourage 
the use of liquid manure. 

Mr. M. MORAN (EE. are; South) 
said that egg production had gone 
down considerably, and the Minister 
could well relax a number of the 
Orders he had made in connection with 
the fegulation of the export of eggs, 
and in regard to egg production gene- 
tally. nm egg exporter at present 
would require a staff as large as the 
Minister’s own staff to deal with all 
the regulations that had been made by 
the Department of Agriculture. 

He urged on the Minister to en- 
deavour to get more concerns like that 
of Roscrea Meat Products going in the 
country. It was better, he said, that 
employment should be given in the kill- 
ing of cattle here rather than on the 
other side. His information was that 
the Roscrea buyers had paid the best 
price that was available in the market 
in Mayo. He thought it was a scandal 
that the House should be used to 
attack these-people when they had no 
opportunity of defending themselves 
there 

To secure miore tillage and more pro- 
‘duction, the Minister should schedule 
counties such as Meath and Limerick 
and other counties where land was 
good to grow wheat, and counties such 
as Mayo to grow other crops. There 
should be some other method of deal- 
ing with tillage defaulters than by the 
ordinary Courts. If the Minister took 
over more farms he would achieve 
much better results. 


CASES OF HARDSHIP 


Dr. T. F. O’HIGGINS (F.G., Leix- 
Offaly) said that the only hope of suc- 
cessfu y grappling with the menace 
of foot-and-mouth disease lay in the 
closest co-operation between agents of 
the Department and the farmers in 
particular, and the general community 
as a W e urged on the Minister 
for Agriculture to see that where a 
particular case of extreme hardship and 
financial loss in the case of farmers 
within areas affected by foot-and-mouth 
disease, collection of this year’s rates, 
anuuities, or income tax would be post- 
poned, if they could not be completely 
‘remitted. 

Referring to the pool created under 
recent legislation to compensate owners 
of pig carcases condemned by veteri- 
nary inspectors, Dr. O’HIGGINS satd 
he had been informed that small co- 
operative bacon factories found that 
they were paying more into the pool 
than they were drawing out of it. If 
there was a leakage in the pool, or if 
its overhead charges were excessive, it 
was a matter that required lookin 
into. In his opinion, the creation o 
a national pool, rather than each 
factory forming its own insurance fund, 
was very questionable. 

Progress was reported. 


FEWER ON THE LAND 


Resuming the debate on the estimate 
for the Department of Agriculture, 
Mr. M. BRENNAN (F.G., Roscom- 
mon) said that despite the assertion 


made agriculture more prosperous 
than their. predecessors, official 
statistics showed that 42,187 persons 
less were employed on the land in 1938 
than in 1934.

Observing that he always had ad-

Mr. O’KELLY said that if they did 
not take these steps there would be 
serious consequences if the spiral 
process which took place in the last war 
was to be re-enacted during this emér- 
gency. 

In reply to Deputy Hickey, the 
Minister said that he did not object to 
the road workers getting a decent wage. 
He had done his best in his modést way 
to see that the road workers got a 
decent wagé when he had the oppor- 
tunity. e knew that industry was 
being hit by this Budget, but they had 


got to make ends meet. 


BICYCLE TAX POSSIBLE 


Referring to the suggestion that a 
tax should be placed on bicycles, the 
Minister said that there were certain 
difficulties in the way, but the tax 
might yet have to come. He had 
received more letters recommending that 
tax than any other. He could not out 
a tax on bicycles and cinemas which 
would ms anything like that on 
tobacco. ere were considerable 
stores of tobacco, spirits, etc., in the 
country on which they would get the 
tax at any rate.
